The meetings of the Fresno County 


Medical society are characterized by 
cordiality between members and a sin- 
cere desire lor increased and perfected 
knowledge to tho curing of disease. 


At tho last meeting tho Eubject of 


"Diphtheria" was discussed. A paper 
on the subject was read by Dr. T. M. 
llayden, who expreesed the belief, that 
many ot the plaguts of the middle rises 
were really epidemics of diphtheria. 
The doctor thought that exposure in raw, 
cold air, especially in draughts, predis- 
posed parsons to diphtheretic attackfi, 
and that oftentimes doctors reuorted 
cases ot Pimple core throat ns diphtheria 
in order to gain a reputation for success. 


The close attention paid to ths paper 


and the character oithe discussion which 
followed showed the great iuterest taken 
by the doctors in the subject and their 
earnest desire to learn anything regard- 
ing the nature of the disease, which is 
one of the least understood, or anything 
regarding treatment which would tend 
to render cures more certain and make 
the visits oi tire disease less to he 
dreaded. No specially new points we'e 
brought out. however. Most ol those 
who took part in the discussion agreed 
in the yiew that the disease was prima- 
rily a constitutional one, and its local 
operation in the throat a secondary 
feature. It was suggested that scrofu- 
lous constitutions were more particularly 
susceptible; also that the disease was 
not as severe here efl in tho eastern 
states. The necessity of fresh air (with-

TAX MATTERS. 


City Taxes Nearly Delinquent —The 


Receipts by the Collector. 


The taxee on city property, which have 


been due for about a month, will become 
delinquent tomorrow night, and unless 
there ia a considerable amount paid in 
before tomorrow night, the delinquent 
list will be far larger than it baa been 
previously. The penalties begin tomor- 
row at 0 o'clock. 


County taxes are coming in slowly. 


They have beau due, or halt have hern 
due, since the 5tti of October. People 
generally do not seem to know when 
taxes become due now. 


The law aa it stands requires that all 


taxes ou personal property secured by 
realty and one-half ot the taxes on real 
entare shall 1>B collected between the first 
Monday in October aud the laet Monday 
in November. On tbe latter date they 
will become delinquent. The remaining 
half ou real estate is due tbe first Mon- 
day in January and will become dolin- 
qent the last Monday in February. De- 
linquency in the first case entails a pen- 
alty of 15 per cent and in the second 10 
per cent. 


The entire taxes may be paid at the 


first installment ii the taxpayer EO de- 
sires, and this privalege ia being taken 
advantage of by nearly all the heavy 
taxpayer?. 
The extra bother of the 


eemi-annual tnx payment is not paid by 
the alleged advantage, aud the bill is 
there found wanting.

Guard has taken in $34,023 45. 
This 


represents four 
weeks' work. 
The 


second four weeks will show an astonish- 
ingly larger receipt, hut there will havo 
lo'he a very larpe increase on the 15 per 
cent penalty, which is too heavy, will be 
forfeited by a good many.
